EARLY  SETTLEMENT, 

We  take  up  the  early  settlement  of  Clinton  by  the  different 
sections  of  the  town,  as  follows:  Clinton  Village,  Pislion's  Ferry, 
Noble's  Ferry,  Morrison's  Corner,  Decker's  Corner,  and  Wood- 
sum's  Corner. 

At  Clinton  Village,  Asa  Brown  and  a  Mr.  Grant  some  time 
before  1798  took  up  farms  on  the  Sebasticook  about  a  mile  east 
of  the  village.  About  this  time  Jonathan  Brown  also  came. 
Sometime  previous  to  1800  Jesse  Baker  came  here  and  came 
into  ownership  of  about  all  the  land  in  the  village  south  of  the 
"Fifteen  Mile"  line.  Where  the  cemetery  now  is,  one  Mr. 
Michels  settled  about  the  same  time  as  Baker.  -  Joseph  Doe 
settled  at  the  foot  of  the  "Fifteen  Mile  Rips".  About  1810  or 
'12  James  and  Charles  Brown  settled  about  a  mile  south-west  of 
the  village.  David  and  Martin  Hunter  came  liere  from 
Topsham,  Me.,  about  1815.  The  former  was  locally  known  as 
"King  David,"  because  of  his  masterful  ways. 

PISriON'S  FERRY. 
Samuel  Varnum  settled  at  the  Ferry  about  1789  or  1790. 
lie  was  followed  by  Charles  Pishon  who  came  here  before  1800 
and  established  the  ferry.     David  Pratt  came  about  1802.

Abrain  Frees,  a  physician,  came  about  1815.  John  Totman 
came  here  at  an  early  date.  Gideon  Wells  came  about  1800. 
He  was  a  tavern  keeper;  he  came  from  Vienna.  Joseph  Mills 
was  also  a  l  i  y  ci.i  w  to  i.he  place.  Benjamin  Chase,  the 
builder  of  iht  jit-         mui  -A  the  Point,  came  here  about  1815. 

NOBLE'S  FERRY. 

This  portion  of  Clinton  takes  its  name  from  Benjamin 
Noble  who  came  from  Swan  Island  about  the  close  of  the 
Revolutionary  War  to  Fairfield  and  settled  about  two  miles 
below  Pishon's.  Here  he  established  a  ferry.  Nearly  thirty- 
five  years  ago  this  ferry  was  abandoned.  Just  before  the  war 
Deacon  Joseph  Spearin  settled  on  the  Jonas  Chase  farm.  About 
one-half  mile  below  the  ferry  James  Lamb  took  up  a  lot  about 
1800.  lie  saw  service  in  the  war  of  1812.  Other  early  comers 
here  were  Francis  Low,  Mephibosheth  Cain,  and  Steveas 
Kendall. 

MORRISON'S  CORNER. 

The  first  settler  here  was  Mordecai  Mooers.  He  established 
himself  on  the  hill  south  of  the  Corner.  John  Flood  came  here 
some  time  prior  to  1810  and  settled  on  the  Ridge  road.  James 
Morrison  came  here  about  1820  and  settled  on  the  Martin  Jewell 
farm.  Samuel  Weymouth  settled  at  this  point  not  far  from  this 
time.  '  A  Mr.  Miller  built  a  saw  mill  west  of  the  Corner  about 
1810  which  was  operated  about  10  years. 
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DECKER'S  CORNER. 
A  Mr.  Decker  came  here  aad  settled  not  far  from  1800. 
His  8on  Stephen,  better  known  here,  came  with  liis  father  at 
the  same  time.  Ehenezer  Lewis  came  ^^ere  at  an  early  date. 
The  father  of  Aaron,  Lewis,  Abner,  and  J  times  Eldridge  came 
here  not  far  from  the  close  of  the  lievolution  from  Boston. 

WOODSUM'S  CORNER. 

At  this  point  Abiathar  Woodsum  was  the  first  settler.  lie 
came  here  about  1820  or  a  little  earlier,  lie  was  a  store  keeper. 
A  contemporary  of  his  was  Daniel  Holt,  also  a  Mr.  Goodwin 
was  in  trade  near  this  point. 

We  have  made  no  effort  to  trace  any  but  the  early  settlers 
in  the  above.  We  have  been  limited  in  space,  and  by  the 
necessarily  indefinite  knowledge  in  existence  concerning  these 
early  comers,  but  we  trust  that  the  above  records  some  of  the 
more  important  data. 

INDUSTRIAL  ACCOUNT, 

About  1838  David  Hunter,  1st,  ("King  David"),  David  2d, 
and  James  his  brother,  built  the  first  saw  mills  wliere  the  present 
mills  now  stand;  and  in  1834  David  Hunter,  1st,  David  2d,  and 
Jonathan  Brown  erected  a  grist  mill  on  the  site  of  that  now  in 
operation.  Cain  and  Webber's  roller  mill  was  esta))li8hed  16 
years  ago  by  Mr.  Webber  and  others,  Mr.  Cain  entering  the 
partnership  about  three  years  later.  They  have  a  store  in  con- 
nection and  do  about  $15,000  worth  of   business  annually. 
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These  men  are  also  extensive  lumber  dealers,  buying  timber 
lots  and  clearing  off  the  lumber. 

On  the  island  opposite  the  village  was  once,  in  1836,  a  shingle 
machine  ow^^^'l   '^rin^-tT'iv  b^-  Ilodgdon,  David  Hunter, 

1st,  and  oth<  »fe^  \,hi  .  .c!  '  1  .  un  by  James  Spaulding.  About 
1850  it  was  >  r -  ;  mio  .  l  i  i.  u  factory,  the  owners  being  two 
Vermont  men.  After  three  or  four  years  they  sold  it  to  Justin 
Brown,  who  for  a  time  manufactured  staves  in  the  building. 
Brown  sold  to  A.  K.  Mitchell  &  Co.,  who  erected  a  large  build- 
ing, for  the  manufacture  of  croquet  sots  and  brush  handles. 
This  firm  failed,  however,  and  the  factory  was  set  off  to  the 
creditors.  Shortly  after  this,  about  1885,  the  factory  was 
burned  to  the  ground.  In  1884,  Arthur  IMcNally  bought  the 
land  and  the  privilege.  Later  he  built  the  saw  mill  which  he 
sold  to  Manly  Morrison  in  1898.  Fifteen  men  are  employed  in 
this  mill  and  a  large  amount  of  business  done  annually. 

As  early  as  1840  a  carding  mill  was  built  by  Billings  & 
Stinchfield,  near  the  old  Hunter  grist  mill.  Billings  afterwards 
bought  out  Stinchfield  and  conducted  the  business  until  he  died. 
Jesse  Dornian  bought  the  plant  and  run  it  until  1890,  when  he 
sold  it  to  William  Lamb. 

Mr.  Lamb  run  a  sawmill  until  1894,  when  it  was' totally  de- 
stroyed at  the  event  of  the  second  big  fire.  A  roller  mill  was 
built  by  Will  Richardson  and  Maurice  Kendall,  and  opened  in 
the  fall  of  1899.  The  following  ]\lay  Alphcus  llichardson 
bought  out  Will  Richardson,  and  afterward  assumed  full  con- 
trol. 
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TANNERY. 

The  tannery  was  built  in  1890  by  Jonathan  B.  Besse,  and  is 
now  owned  and  operated  ])y  his  son,  Frank  L.  Besse.  The 
leather  tanned  is  mostly  sheepskin  and  is  for  shoe  linings. 

The  tannery  has  a  capacity  for  tanning  3000  skins  a  day,  em- 
ploying about  20  men.  The  average  monthly  pay  roll  is  about 
$750.  One  thousand  cords  of  hemlock  bark  are  used  each  year 
at  the  tannery. 

Spaulding  and  Davis'  Novelty  business  has  developed  into  an 
important  industry  within  the  past  few  years.  They  now  make 
six  different  articles  of  household  use,  viz:  Clothes  dryers,  iron- 
ing tables,  wall  racks,  sleeve  boards,  lace  curtain  stretchers,  and, 
the  last  one  added,  clothes  tongs.  Seven  hands  are  employed. 
Last  year  the  company  sold  21,027  pieces. 

The  famous  Billings  axes  are  made  here  by  Geo.  P.  Billings, 
whose  father  established  the  business  here  many  years  ago.  A 
sawmill  near  Pishon's  Ferry  is  in  active  operation,  Geo.  Ricker, 
proprietor.  '

ECCLESIASTICAL. 

The  settlers  of  Clinton  early  turned  their  attention  to  re- 
ligious wor.ship  and  a  society  was  established  soon  after  the  in- 
corporation of  the  town.  Tiie  earliest  form  observed  was  that 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  which  was  organized  about 
1800.  The  charge  of  this  circuit  received  the  labors  of  the 
fathers  of  the  conference,  including  Reverends  D.  B.  Uandall, 
James  Farrington,  Theodore  Hill,  Benj.  B.  Byrne  and  others. 
In  1866-7  the  present  commodious  church  edifice  on  Church 
St.  was  erected.  Over  $3,000  more  was  expended  in  1884  in 
enlarging  and  beautifying  the  buildings,  erecting  a  chapel,  and 
buying  the  parsonage.  The  present  membership  of  the  Clinton 
church  is  sixty-iive.  The  Benton  M.  E.  church  is  also  con- 
sidered a  part  of  this  charge.  The  following  is  a  list  of  those 
who  have  served  as  pastors  since  the  records  have' been  pre- 
served: Reverends,  ITyram  Murthy,  1857;  Theodore  Hill,  1858;

Day,  1902  and  Albert  E.  Luce,  1903  to  the  present  time. 

The  first  church  erected  in  the  village  was  the  old  Union 
church  built  about  1847  and  jointly  occupied  by  the  Meth- 
odists, Congregationalists,  and  Universalists.  The  building  is 
now  rarely  used,  the  Methodists  having  a  new  churcli  home, 
while  the  members  of  other  societies  have  become  scattered  or 
died  until  the  societies  are  nearly  or  quite  extinct. 

FREE  BAPTIST. 
This  church  society  was  organized  in  February  1888,  with 
but  14  members.  In  August  the  cornerstone  of  their  attractive 
church  edifice  was  laid  and  the  church  dedicated  one  year  there- 
after. The  church  is  located  on  Western  Ave.,  and  was  built  at 
a  cost  of  about  |4,000.  Rev.  Albert  D.  Dodge  was  the  first 
pastor,  serving  for  five  years,"  when  he  was  followed  by  Rev. 
L.  S.  Williams  in  1893,  Rev.  E.  J.  Whitman  in  1898  and  Rev. 
S.  Wakeley,  the  present  pastor,  in  1901.  Its  present  meml)er- 
ship  is  about  70. 

A  Baptist  society  was  organized  at  Rishon's  Ferry,  about 
1800  but  it  has  never  had  an  edifice  of  its  own.  The  society 
worshipped  in  District  No.  2  school hou^e  until  Good  Templars' 
Hall  was  built  about  thirty-five  years  ago,  after  which  time  ser- 
vices were  held  in  the  Hall  for  several  yearii.  The  Second  Free 
Will  Baptist  church  of  Clinton  was  organized  in  1874  at 
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Pishon's  Ferry,  with  about  fifty  members.  Until  1890  the 
congregation  worshipped  on  alternate  Sundays  in  Good  Tem- 
plars' Hall.  On  that  date  they  erected  an  edifice  near  the  ferry 
where  they  have  since  worshipped.  Their  pastors  have  been 
Revs.  I.  Bates  and  Samuel  Savage,  1874  (preaching  alter- 
nately); I.N.  Bates,  1877;  Samuel  Savage,  1880;  Miss  Isadore 
Haynes,  1881;  L.  Given,  1882;  E.  Z.  Whitman,  1883;  Willard 
Carr,  1885;  E.  G.  Page,  1889;  A.  D.  Dodge,  1890;  E.  G.  Page, 
1891;  Rev.  Mr.  Hill,  1894;  L.  S.  Williams,  1896;  E.  C.  Whit- 
man, 1898;  and  S.  Wakeley,  1901. 

The  Free  Will  Baptist  Society  at  Morrison's  Corner  was 
organized  in  1827.  The  early  meetings  were  held  in  the  dis- 
trict schoolhouse  but  a  church  erected  in  1850  stood  for  over 
fifty  years  when  it  was  burned.  This  society,  as  a  society,  has 
now  become  extinct. 

The  Christian  Baptist  church  at  Woodsom's  Corner,  on 
town  house  hill,  is  another  of  the  ancient  landmarks  which 
tell  us  only  of  the  zeal  of  our  forefathers.  For  many  years 
Benj.  P.  Reed  served  as  pastor  of  this  society.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  J.  A.  Johnson  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lang,  who  was  the 
last  regular  pastor. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  history  of  the  public  schools  of  Clinton,  like  that  of 
other  Maine  towns,  is  the  story  of  the  founding  of  her  earliest 
school  by  the  first  settlers,  the  continual  struggle  of  her  citizens 
against  all  odds  to  give  to  their  children  the  advantages  of  an 
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education,  and  the  gradual  developing  and  upbuilding  of  the 
present  magnificent  and  efficient  school  system  which  offers  to 
all  the  possibility  of  unlimited  knowledge.  There  are  now 
seven  school  districts  in  town  outside  of  the  village;  all  these 
are  provided  with  new  or  well  repaired  schoolhouses  which 
accommodate  about  120  pupils.  The  new  school  building 
opened  in  the  fall  of  1902  in  the  village  fills  a  long  felt  need 
and  puts  the  school  facilities  of  this  live  town  on  a  footing 
equal  to  any  town  of  its  size  in  the  State.  There  are  three 
grades,  each  provided  with  its  own  instructor  and  arranged  in 
regular  courses.  The  high  school  which,  until  two  years  ago 
was  held  throughout  the  town  at  the  different  school  buildings, 
is  now  permanently  located  here.  This  new  structure  was  con- 
structed at  a  cost  of  $8000  and  is  entirely  modern  in  its  con- 
struction. Much  interest  is  shown  by  the  school  board,  and  all 
residents  in  town,  in  the  development  of  its  educational  ad- 
vantages. The  town  has  always  been  very  generous,  paying 
prices  that  commanded  good  instructors,  and  has  been  nobly 
repaid  by  the  men  and  women  who  have  done  her  honor  in  this 
busy  world. 

FIRES  IN  CLINTON. 

On  tlie  morning  of  April  28,  1880,  the  most  disastrous  fire 
that  had  ever  visited  Clinton  occurred.  The  croquet  factory, 
operated  by  Z.  Hunter  &  Co.  was  completely  destroyed,  thus 
throwing  out  of  employment  32  hands  and  destroying  the  best 
business  in  the  village.    Two  thousand  eighty  two  sets  of 
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croquet  ready  to  ship  were  burned.  At  the  time  of  the  fire  150 
sets  of  croquet  were  being  turned  out  daily.  The  factory  was 
established  about  1872  by  Henry  Hanson,  and  was  valued  at 
$15,000.  The  owners  at  the  time  of  the  fire  were:  Dodge  & 
Jaquith,  G.  A.  Spearin  &  Co.,  Collins  &  Decker,  E.  G.  Hodgdon 
and  others.  The  second  disastrous  fire  to  visit  this  hamlet  was 
on  December  22,  1894.  About  noon  Sunday,  fire  started  in  the 
shoe  factory,  which  was  burned  to  the  ground  with  all  its  con- 
tents. William  Lamb's  saw  mill,  a  shingle  mill  with  all  its  ma- 
chinery, two  long  sheds  and  considerable  lumber  and  Hodgdon 
&  Smith's  grist  mill,  a  dwelling  house  owned  by  Manly  Mor- 
rison and  occupied  by  John  Waldron,  all  were  destroyed.  The 
fire  caught  in  the  office  of  the  shoe  shop  by  the  overturning  of 
a  kerosene  lamp.  The  shoe  shop  was  built  2  years  previous  by 
the  Clinton  village  Mfg.  Association,  Manly  Morrison,  principal 
owner.  Over  100  people  were  thrown  out  of  employment  by 
this  disastrous  blaze.  A  third  fire  visited  Cliaton,  Wednesday, 
September  28,  1898,  starting  in  a  hay  barn  owned  by  Geo.  H. 
McKenuey  near  the  railroad.  Many  buildings  caught  fire  but 
by  prompt  action  and  aid  from  Watervillc  the  village  was 
saved;  the  loss  was  about  $100,000. 


INVENTIONS. 

Martin  Jewell,  a  prominent  man  in  town  residing  at  Mor- 
rison's Corner,  has  invented  and  had  patented  three  very  prac- 
tical farm  implements,  or  improvements  on  tliem.    One  is  a 
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mowing  machine  built  on  an  entirely  new  model  having  much 
less  machinery  to  get  out  of  repair.  The  second  is  a  wheel 
break  for  a  double-horse  team  and  the  other  is  an  improvement 
on  the  horse  rake.  These  all  seem  to  be  of  practical  value 
commercially,  and  we  hope  to  see  them  in  the  market. 

DAM  BUILDERS. 

The  town  of  Clinton  is  noted  among  other  things  for  the 
number  of  men  who  have  been'  or  are  dam  builders.  The  fol- 
lowing have  been  in  charge  of  crews:  Alpheus  Thrown,  John  Ken- 
nedy, Pooler  Lewis,  Bert  Lewis,  Ellis  Libby,  Ezekiel  Brown, 
Geo.

The  Brown  Memorial  library,  the  pride  of  this  thrifty 
country  town,  is  the  gift  of  one  of  her  loyal  and  liberal 
sons,  William  W.  Brown.  It  is  a  beautiful  stone  building,  well 
designed,  situated  on  Railroad  St.,  near  the  center  of  the  village. 
It  wag  dediofttod  Auguit  15,  1900,  since  which  time  its  well 
chosen  stacks  of  books  have  been  read  by  a  people  who  well 
appreciated  a  free  public  library. 
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THE  CLINTON  ADVERTISER. 
The  Clinton  Advertiser  was  established  in  1877  by  B.  F. 
Foster  and  was  issued  semi-monthly.  It  was  an  ciglif  page 
leaflet  6x7  inches.  It  has  been  published  continually.  In  the 
fall  of  1903  Mr.  Foster  sold  the  paper  to  Marcellus  Cain,  the 
present  publisher.  The  regular  weekly  issue  is  novv^  a  welcome 
visitor  to  almost  every  home  in  town.  Mr.  Cain  has  delijiite 
plans  for  enlarging  hrs  paper  in  the  near  future  to  place  it  on 
an  e(|ual  footing  with  other  local  publications.

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EARLY  SETTLEMENT. 

The  IiK^ian  as  a  denizen  of  this  territory  has  long  since 
vanished  in  the  silent  past,  and  the  relics  found  many  years  ago 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill  overlooking  Benton  Falls  are  now  the 
only  traces  of  the  original  possessors  of  the  soil.  The  first 
white  settlers  of  Benton  chose  the  bank  of  the  Kennebec  as 
their  place  of  abode,  that  stream  alluring  them  not  only  by  its 
abundance  of  edible  fish,  but  by  the  facilities  it  afforded  for 
communication  witli  the  settlements  below.  Sometime  about 
1775,  George  Fitzgerald  and  David  Gray  came  from  Ireland, 
and  took  up  land  near  each  other  about  a  mile  noi'th  of  what 
is  now  Benton  Station,  and  several  years  later  one  Gibson 
settled  about  two  miles  north  of  the  station  on  the  present 
river  road.  Previous  to  1777,  Stephen  Goodwin  came  from 
Bowdoinham,  IMaine,  and  located  at  what  is  now  Goodwin's 
Corner.  About  1783,  Gershom  Flagg  came  from  Lancaster, 
Mass.,  and  settled  on  the  west  bank  of  tlie  Sebastijook;  and 
tradition  relates  that  he  received  from  the  Plymouth  Company 
the  grant  of  a  strip  of  land,  fifteen  miles  long  by  half  a  mile 
wide,  for  his  services  in  the  construction  of  Fort  Halifax.  It  is 
fin  tho   rolatvid  tliat  he  gave  a  portion  of  this  land  to  liis  brother- 
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in-law,  Hon.  Joseph  North,  of  Augusta,  who  had  surveyed  for 
him.  About  1779  Job  Roundy  removed  from  Lynn,  Mass.,  to 
land  north  of  what  is  now  l^enton  village,  and  began  clearing  the 
farm  later  occupied  in  part  by  his  aged  son,  William,  who  was 
born  on  the  place  in  1806.  In  the  neighborhood  of  1790,  about 
a  mile  south  of  East  Benton,  John  Denico,  Simon  Brown  and 

  Anderson  took  up  land  on  the  present  lower  Albion 

road,  and  previous  to  1800,  Solomon  Peck,  a  revolutionary 
pensioner,  came  from  Vermont  and  began  farming  in  a  primitive 
way,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Sebasticook,  below  what  is  now 
Benton  Falls.  These  were  among  the  earliest  settlers  of  whom 
any  record  can  be  obtained;  but  from  the  year  1800  down  the 
list  grows  larger.  A  curious  document  still  extant  gives  "An 
Inventory  of  the  Real  Sd  Personal  Estate  of  the  Inhabitants  and 
jion-resident  Proprietors  of  the  Town  of  Clinton,  taken  by  the 
Assearn-sof  said  Town,  May  1st,  1800".  According  to  this  paper 
thirty-nine  persons  (many  of  whose  names  will  be  hereafter 
mentioned)  were  assessed,  the  total  tax  on  their  real  estate  being 
$511.9(3  and  on  their  personal  estate  $354.83.  Two  old  deeds 
record  the  sale  by  the  I*ly mouth  Company  of  two  lots  of  200 
acres  each  to  Ebenezer  Hea'd,  the  tirsi.  being  sold  in  1764  and 
the  second  in  1766.  The  first  lot  was  situated  near  tlie  Winslow 
line  and  was  afterward  sold  by  Ileald  to  Joel  Crosby.  It  is  now 
owned  by  Amos  L.  Hinds,  Henry  Reed  and  William  K.  Lunt, 
of  Benton,  and  James  L.  Crosby  of  Winslow.  The  second  lot 
was  situated  just  south  of  the  road  to  Albion  and  is  now  owned 
by  Merritt  Reed  and  Mrs.  Augustin  Crosby,  daughter  of  Asher 
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Hinds.  Among  the  settlers  in  Benton  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  century  were  Joseph  and  James  North,  the  latter  the 
father  of  the  historian,  Hon.  James  W.  The  brothers  were 
engaged  in  trade  and  lumbering,  but  James  dying  suddenly, 
February  10,  1812,  Joseph  abandoned  the  business  and  removed 
to  Augusta.  In  August,  1812,  Dr.  Whiting  liobiuson  came  from 
Albion  and  bouglit  the  David  Reed  farm  of  Timothy,  son  of 
Ebenezer  Heald.  In  July,  1816,  he  bought  of  William  Fellow 
the  farm  north  of  that  then  occupied  by  Dominicus  Getchell, 
where  he  died  about  1853.  Getchell  conveyed  his  farm,  in 
February,  1822,  to  John  Reed,  who  sold  to  Benjamin  Brown, 
who  sold  to  Stephen  Stark,  who  sold  to  Russell  Ellis,  who  sold 
to  William  G.  Forbes,  of  whose  heirs  it  was  purchased  by  Asher 
H.  Barton  in  1853,  and  on  which  he  resided  many  years.  Next 
north  of  this  farm  lived  Doctor  Bowman,  who  died  previous  to 
1816.  A  later  medical  practitioner  was  Dr.  Stephen  Thayer, 
who  came  from  Fairfield  prior  to  1836  and  was  located  for  a 
year  or  two  at  what  is  now  Benton  village.  The  farm  now 
occupied  by  Jolm  O.  Fowler,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Sebasticook, 
was  first  settled  by  one  Barnes,  nearly  a  century  ago.  From 
him  it  passed  to  Abram  Wallace,  and  from  the  latter  to  Samuel 
Fowler,  father  of  a  later  owner.  Just  north  of  this  farm 
Samuel  Fowler,  father  of  John  O.,  settled  early  in  the  century. 
Across  the  river  from  him  lived  "Squire"  Stinchficld,  over  ninety 
years  ago.  His  son.  Captain  Jolm  H.,  and  Captain  Trial  Hall, 
occupied  farms  in  this  vicinity  and  in  Captain's  Hall's  barn 
the  town  of  old  Clinton  held  its  meeting  for  a  number  of  years. 
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Captains  Stinchfield  and  Hall  died  of  old  age  about  1840.  On 
the  road  from  Sebasticook  river  to  Clinton  town  Iiounc  were  two 
early  farmers — Charles  Ames  and  Isaac  Holt.  Tlie  former  died 
many  years  ago;  the  latter  died  at  a  compai-atively  recent  date, 
and  his  son,  Sprague,  followed  him  on  the  farm.  Colonel  itced 
was  an  old  settler.  A  romantic  incident  is  attached  to  the  early 
history  of  Joseph  Piper,  a  protege  of  Isaac  Spencer.  Wlien 
Joseph  was  a  child,  early  in  the  present  century,  his  parents 
embarked  with  him  in  a  canoe  on  the  Kennebec  to  remove  from 
Anson,  in  Somerset  county,  to  Ohio.  The  boat  capsized  in  the 
rapids  at  Ticonic  Falls  and  the  father  was  drowned.  Joseph, 
snugly  wrapped  in  a  blanket,  was  picked  up  by  Isaac  Spencer 
and  taken  to  live  with  him,  the  mother  who  was  also  saved 
being  unable  to  support  the  boy.  Joseph  eventually  became  a 
successful  farmer,  and  when  he  died,  some  time  in  the  fifties,  left 
a  large  estate,  on  a  part  of  which  one  of  his  grandsons,  Charles, 
later  resided.  Previous  to  1820  Isaac  Spencer  built  the  house 
called  "The  Star  and  Eagle"  (from  a  curious  device  which  he 
placed  over  the  front  door).  It  stands  about  a  mile  above  the 
Falls,  on  the  east  side  of  the  river,  and  was  later  owned  by  Asher 
H.  I^arton,  Sumner  Hodgkins  and  Mrs  Loudon  Prown. 

In  April,  1820,  the  Reed  Spencer  farm  was'  deeded  to 
Hobart  liichardson.  In  tlie  same  year  Henry  Slee])er  and 
Samuel  Hudson  bought  of  Peter  Grant  one  undivided  half  of 
the  lot  afterward  known  as  the  Ford  and  Hudson  lot.  In  1824 
Amos  Barton  deeded  the  Joseph  Hurd  farm  to  Jonah  Crosby. 
About  1830  Thomas  J.  Hinds  bought  the  mile  scpuire,  and  in 
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June,  1833,  sold  it  to  Steward  Hunt;  and  in  October,  1831, 
Johnson  and  Samuel  Lunt  conveyed  to  the  Stinchfields  house 
lots  back  of  the  brick  store  in  Benton  village.  Still  other  old 
settlers  in  this  neighborhood  were  Abram  Itoundy,  brother  of 
Job,  who  lived  on  the  east  side  of  the  Sebasticook  and  died  be- 
tween 1850  and  1860;  Nathaniel  Brown,  who  lived  on  the 
Albion  road  and  died  in  the  fifties;  and  Moody  Brown,  who 
occupied  a  farm  next  east  of  Nathaniel,  and  died  about  the  time 
of  the  latter's  death. 

EAST  BENTON. 

At  East  Benton  the  number  of  early  settlers  included  the 
following:  Andrew  Spaulding,  1823,  who  took  up  a  farm  near 
Roswell  Paul's  land;  Samuel  Spaulding  who  came  in  1831  and 
purchased  about  all  the  land  formerly  held  by  Denioo,  Brown 
and  Anderson;  Capt.  Andrew  Richardson  about  this  time  settled 
about  half  a  mile  west  of  the  William  Paul  farm, which  place  ho 
bought  of  the  proprietors  through  Reuel  Williams  of  Augusta; 
John  Spaulding,  near  Roswell  Paul's  land;  Noah  Paul,  who 
came  from  Hallo  well  about  1830  and  settled  on  the  lower  Albion 
road;  Josiah  Hollingsworth  and  Solomon  Hinds  who  came  some 
time  between  1830  and  1840  and  settled  on  a  part  of  the  Den- 
ico,  Brown  and  Anderson  tract. 


BROWN'S  CORNER. 
At  Brown's  Corner,  now  generally  known  as  Benton  Sta- 
tion, an  early  comer  was  Dr.  Ezekiel  Brown  a  former  surgeon 
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ill  the  Continental  Army.  His  house  sat  at  the  corner  of  the 
road  leading  to  the  bridge.  Isaiali  Brown  also  lived  here  about 
1815. 

About  two  miles  north  of  this  on  the  river  road  lived  Sam- 
uel Gibson.  About  1800  Timothy  Hudson  erected  a  house,  as 
did  also  James  Gray. 

We  are  unable  to  unearth  all  the  data  whicli  would  be  of 
the  utmost  interest  concerning  these  people,  but  we  attempt  to 
collect  some  of  the  more  general  matter  and  trust  it  may  be  of 
use  and  interest. 

MILITARY  MATTERS. 

The  military  history  of  a  town,  however  brieliy  or  fully 
written,  does  not  do  justice  to  those  who  have  made  it.  Ink 
and  paper  can  never  do  justice  to  the  deeds  of  men  who  shed 
their  blood  and  wasted  their  bodies  in  the  defence  of  the 
country.  No  amount  of  praise  can  increase  their  glor3^  It  is 
won,  and  no  lapse  of  time  can  mar  it.  The  best  we  can  do  in 
our  day  and  generation  is  to  record  the  names  of  those  patriots, 
revere  them  ourselves,  and  implant  in  tlie  hearts  of  the 
rising  generation  the  fullest  appreciation  possible  of  these  men 
who  preserved  what  we  now  enjoy.

Frank  Crosby  was  in  the  United  States  service  in  the 
Spinish  War.  Irving  Reynolds  is  now  in  the  regular  army, 
and  is  stationed  in  the  Philippines. 

INCORPORATION. 

The  first  entry  in  the  records  of  the  town  of  Benton  is  "an 
act  to  divide  the  town  of  Clinton,  and  to  incorporate  the  town 
of  Sebasticook."  The  act  received  the  Governor's  approval 
on  March  16,  1842.  Eight  years  after,  on  March  4,  the  town 
voted  to  instruct  the  selectmen  to  report  a  new  name  for  the 
town.  They  settled  upon  Benton,  in  honor  of  Thomas  Hart 
Benton.    The  name  was  approved  by  the  Legislature,  and  since 
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1850  the  town  has  aljly  supported  its  honorable  title. 

The  census  returns  for  the  last  six  decades  show  the 
population  of  Benton  to  have  been  as  follows:  1850, 
1,189;  1860,  1,183;  1870,  1,180;  1880,  1,173;  1890,  1,136, 
and  for  1900,  1,097.  The  valuation  of  the  town  is  thus 
recorded:  1860,  polls  264,  estates  $175,526;  1870,  polls 
310,  estates  $248,123;  1880,  polls  323,  estates  $876,601; 
1890,  polls  327,  estates  $399,071.  In  1800  the  Kennebec 
river  road  was  laid  out;  in  1835  the  Norcross  road  at 
East  Benton  was  accepted,  and  about  1855  the  Clinton  road 
from  East  Benton  was  put  through.  The  Unity  road  was  laid 
out  in  1810.  The  road  from  Hanscom's  mills  to  Albion,  on  the 
north  side  of  Fifteen-mile  stream,  was  laid  out  between  1850 
and  1860;  that  from  Benton  Falls  to  Albion,  called  the  lower 
road,  was  laid  out  about  1820-3;  the  Harris  road,  from  Albion 
lower  road  to  Winalow,  was  laid  out  in  1867;  the  road  from  the 
old  Asher  Hinds  house,  on  the  Sebasticook  river  road,  to  the 
old  Smiley  house  in  VVinslow,  was  laid  out  previous  to  1830; 
the  road  from  Unity  road  to  Clinton  line,  near  John  llichard- 
son's  house,  was  laid  out  in  1852;  and  the  road  from  the  Kenne- 
bec river  road  to  tlie  east  end  of  Fairfield  bridge  was  laid  out 
in  1847.  The  covered  bridge  between  Benton  and  Fairfield 
was  built  in  1848.  It  was  made  free  in  1873.  Bunker's  island, 
between  the  two  towns,  was  set  off  from  Benton  to  Fairfield 
several  years  ago.  Previous  to  tlxe  building  of  the  bridge 
Jacob  Ames  kept  a  ferry  for  teams  and  foot  passengers,  about 
lialf  :i         !iorth  of  Iknton  station.    The  railroad  bridge,  that 
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formerly  crossed  the  river  from  Fairfield  to  Benton  above  the 
covered  bridge,  was  built  in  1858-9,  and  burned  in  1873.  The 
bridge  at  Benton  Falls  was  built  in  the  fall  of  18(39.  The  so- 
called  artificial  bridge  at  Benton  village  was  built  in  1887.  At 
the  same  spot,  abovit  twenty  years  ago,  stood  a  covered  bridge, 
which  was  carried  away  by  a  freshet  about  1871.  A  short  dis- 
tance above  this  bridge  stood  another, — built  in  1850,  but  was 
carried  away  prior  to  the  building  of  the  village  bridge.  A 
toll  bridge  was  built  just  below  Benton  Falls  previous  to  1800. 
It  was  carried  away  several  times,  but  the  last  being  about  1871, 
after  which  it  was  never  rebuilt.  The  town  house  (formerly 
Israel  Herrin's  store)  stands  in  Benton  village  just  south  of  the 
brick  store,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road.  It  was  purchased 
by  the  town  for  its  present  purpose  Nov.  6,  1860.  Previous  to 
this,  town  meetings  were  held  in  No.  5  schoolhouse,  at  the 
Falls.  The  poor  of  the  town  have  never  been  numerous,  and 
are  cared  for  by  some  individual  contract. 


INDUSTRIAL  ACCOUNT, 

About  1800  Capt.  Andrew  Richardson  established  one  of  the 
first  saw  mills  ever  built  on  the  east  side  of  the  Sebasticook,  at 
the  upper  falls,  (now  Benton  village).  Above  this  point,  how- 
ever, two  saw  mills  were  built  about  ten  years  earlier,  back  of 
the  J.  O.  Fowlor  farm.  They  were  owned  by  Job  Lacy  and 
Abram  Roundy,  and  others.  About  1810  Jeremiah  Hunt  fol- 
lowed the  tanning  business  near  Benton  Falls,  On  the  west  side 
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of  the  river.  Hunt  died  previous  to  1814  in  the  Bowman 
house,  which  is  said  to  be  over  one  hundred  years  old.  Henry 
Clark,  also  a  tanner,  died  in  the  same  house  about  18*21. 
About  1830  Thomas  J.  Hinds  bought  of  the  proprietors  640 
acres  of  land  on  Fifteen-mile  stream,  and  built  a  saw  mill  about 
two  miles  from  its  mouth.  He  sold  it  to  Steward  Hunt  in 
1835,  who  added  a  shingle  machine  to  the  mill.  In  June,  1835, 
William  Dewey,  Harlow  Spaulding,  William  L.  Wheeler, 
George  Perkins  and  John  Mulliken  bought  three  farms,  and  all 
the  mills  and  pi'ivileges  on  the  Sebasticook,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$32,000.  They  sold  portions  of  the  property  at  different  times, 
until,  in  1850,  they  had  parted  with  all  the  original  purchase. 
Between  1820  and  1830  there  were  two  saw  mills,  a  carding, 
dye  and  grist  mill,  and  a  tannery,  occupying  both  sides  of  the 
river  at  Benton.  Isaac  Spencer,  Sr.,  and  Isaac,  Jr.,  owned  the 
saw  mills;  Capt.  John  H.  Stinchfield  the  carding  and  dye  mills, 
and  Martin  Bisbee  the  tannery.  Afterwards  Gershom  Flagg 
built  and  ran  a  grist  mill  at  Benton  Falls.  In  1824  Herbert 
Simpson  and  Ezra  Mitchell  kept  the  only  blacksmith  shop  in 
town,  at  Benton  Falls.  Other  early  blacksmiths  in  the  town 
were  Noah  Boothby  and  Japheth  Wing,  who  were  there  about 
1830,  and  after  forty  or  fifty  years  sold  to  William  Simpson. 
About  1840  Jonah  and  Otis  Crosby  built  a  saw  and  shingle  mill 
on  a  small  stream  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  town,  and  ran 
it  until  they  sold  to  Andrew  H.  Crosby,  who  abandoned  the 
business  in  1838.  Previous  to  1840  Nelson,  Jesse  and  Thomas 
Norcross  built  shingle  saw  mills  on  Fifteen-mile  stream.  They 
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sold  to  Joseph  Eaton,  and  he  uFtervs^ai-ds  sold  to  David  Ilanscom 
who  put  in  a  gang  of  saws  and  a  planer.  About  1855  the  mills 
were  burned.  Mr.  Hansconi  rebuilt  tliern,  and  about  hfteen 
years  later  sold  to  Charles  M.  liowe  and  John  W^aldron. 
Shortly  afterwards  the  mills  were  again  burned,  and  have  never 
been  rebuilt  About  1840  Joseph  Ilurd  and  Amos  Foss  built  a 
mill  on  the  stream  below  Crosby's,  which  stood  until  the  tim- 
bers decayed  and  fell  to  the  ground.  In  September,  1854, 
David  Ilansconi  sold  a  privilege  on  Fifteen-mile  brook  to 
Hiram  Pislion  and  Daniel  Ayer,  who  built  a  tannery  thei  e. 
The  latter  conveyed  his  interest  to  Horace  Wentu'orth  in  1856; 
Pishon  Wentworth  conveyed  it  to  Augustus  Hunt  in  1805;  and 
the  heirs  of  Hunt  conveyed  it  to  Asher  H.  Barton.  About  1864 
a  brush-block  and  handle  factory  was  established  at  lienton 
Falls  by  Crosby  and  Walker,  in  a  building  just  above  the 
bridge,  on  the  east  side  of  the  river.  It  was  lun  until  1874. 
In  the  same  building  wooden  shoe  soles  were  manufactured 
by  Heath  &  Crosby  from  1879  to  1882,  when  the  business  was 
abandoned.  In  1872  a  potato  planter  manufactory  was  started 
on  the  Albion  road,  in  a  building  now  occupied  by  John  Palmer 
as  a  carriage  shop.  The  projectors  were  Joseph  L.  True,  the 
inventor,  ILiynes  L.  Crosby,  and  John  B.  and  A.-  G.  Clifford. 
A  few  years  afterwards  the  business  was  sold  to  Benjamin  & 
Allen  of  Oakland.  The  principal  industry  now  in  Benton  is 
the  boxboard  mill,  located  at  Benton  Falls,  now  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  United  Boxboard  &  Paper  Co. 

At  this  mill,  which  was  formerly  a  grist  mill,  was  begun 
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the  first  pulp  grinding  in  the  state,  making  it  the  pioneer 
of  that  great  industry  throughout  the  state  of  Maine.  Joseph 
Given  of  Brunswick  converted  the  old  grist  mill  into  a  two 
grinder  pulp  mill  and  organized  the  Kennebec  Fiber  Co. 

Later  the  Somerset  &  Kennebec  Co.  was  organized,  and  in 
1899  the  electric  railroad  running  between  Benton  E'alls  and 
Fairfield  was  built  for  carrying  the  supplies  and  product  of  the 
mill  and  to  accommodate  the  public.  The  road  is  operated  by 
the  same  company  as  the  mill  but  under  a  separate  management. 
Since  1902  the  present  management  has  run  the  mill.  About 
100  men  are  employed  when  running  on  full  time,  receiving 
from  $4000  to  $5000  in  wages  monthly.  About  25  tons  of  box 
boards  are  produced  daily.  J.  O.  Noble  is  Supt.  The  United 
Box-board  and  Paper  Co.  controls  the  Sebasticook  water  sup- 
ply from  its  sources  at  Newport  and  Moose  Pond. 

John  E.  Brown's  stone  cutting  and  monumental  works  at 
Benton  is  an  important  industry. 

A  new  dam  is  now  being  built  by  the  Sebasticook  Mfg.  & 
Power  Co.  of  which  A.  F.  Gerald,  the  prominent  and  public 
spirited  man  of  Fairfield  who  has  done  so  much  to  develop 
electric  lines  and  other  interests  in  this  state,  is  chief  promoter. 
The  dam  is  situated  at  "9  mile  rips,"  about  two  and  one-half 
miles  above  Benton  Falls.  It  is  generally  supposed  that  the 
power  at  this  point  will  be  utilized  to  operate  a  railroad  from 
Fairfield  to  Clinton  and  nn  to  Pittsfield,  which  will  be  of  ines- 
timable value  to  the  farmers  and  land  owners  of  the  region  it 
passes  through.

ECCLESIASTICAL. 

CONGREGATIONALIST. 
Early  in  the  century  there  was  no  church  building  in  Ben- 
ton, services  being  occasionally  held  in  No.  5  schoolhouse  by 
two  old  clergymen  known  a«  "Parson"  Adams  and  "Parson" 
Lovejoy.  The  only  church  edifice  for  many  years  in  town  was  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Sebasticook,  on  tlie  Winslow  and  Clinton 
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road,  overlooking  the  Falls.  It  was  built  previous  to  1829,  by 
Johnson  Lunt,  Asher  Hinds  and  David  Reed,  the  iirst  holding 
one-half  and  the  two  others  holding  each  one-quarter  interest 
in  the  building.  Though  always  belonging  to  the  Congrega- 
tionalists,  the  structure  was  used  by  them  in  common  with 
the  Baptists,  Universalists,  and  Methodists  since  the  re-organiza- 
tion of  the  church  on  July  16,  1858,  and  pastors  of  these  de- 
nominations have  been  at  various  times  called  to  the  charge. 
The  re-organization  alluded  to  was  necessitated  by  the  loss  of 
the  old  records,  previous  to  1858.  Under  the  original  organiza- 
tion there  was  no  settled  pastor  for  a  number  of  years;  then 
Rev.  Nelson  Bishop  was  installed,  some  time  previous  to  1845. 
His  successors  tave  been:  Reverends  George  Tewksbury,  1852- 
3;  James  M.  Palmer,  1853-5;  Benjamin  P.  Dodge,  1856-8;  F.  P. 
Smith,  1858;  Henry  M.  Vaill,  1859-60;  F.  P.  Smith,  1860;  S. 
II.  Smith,  1860-7;  Henry  Harden,  1867;  Frank  G.  Clark,  1868; 
William  S.  Brown,  1869-70;  Benjamin  A.  Robie,  1871;  F.  I. 
Bailey,  1872;  Charles  D.  Crane,  1873;  John  Dinsmore,  1873-4; 
Charles  D.  Crane,  1875-6;  John  Dinsmore,  1876-8;  James  Heath, 
July  to  October,  1878;  Alexander  Wiswall,  1878-81;  G.  N. 
Jones,  1881-2;  John  Dinsmore  and  A.  N.  Small,  1883;  T.  P, 
Williams,  1883-92.  (We  have  not  obtained  tlie  list  from  this 
time). 

METHODIST  CHURCH. 
In  1892  the  Mctliodist  chapel  at  I>enton  was  erected  by  the 
Methodist  society  and  is  considered  part  of  the  Clinton  charge. 
The  chapel  is  located  on  the  west  side  of  the  Sebasticook  river 
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and  is  a  very  convenient  and  pretty  church  home.  For  a  list 
of  pastors  see  under  Clinton  M.  E.  church. 

FRIENDS  CHURCH. 

At  East  Benton  is  located  the  new  Friends  church  build- 
ing erected  in  1900.  It  was  dedicated  on  October  10th,  of  that 
year.  The  credit  for  building  the  church  belongs  to  Rev.  Mar- 
cus Thomas  in  company  with  the  thoroughly  loyal  members  of 
the  Society  and  community. 

At  the  time  of  the  dedication  of  the  church  Rev.  Everlon 
Prescott  was  the  pastor. 

EDUCATIONAL  NOTES. 

The  intellectual  status  of  a  community  may  be  generally 
premised  from  its  educational  facilities,  and  in  this  respect 
Benton  compares  favorably  with  her  sister  towns.  There  were 
nine  school  districts  at  the  time  of  incorporation,  and  since  then 
another  district  has  been  added.  Each  contains  a  comfortable 
and  well  appointed  schoolhouse,  uniform  text-books  are  used, 
and  the  entire  school  property  is  valued  about  $3,500.  Usually 
a  high  school  was  maintained  in  No.  5  schoolhouse  at  the  Falls; 
but  the  proximity  of  Waterville  offered  advantages  in  higher 
education  with  which  it  was  useless  for  Benton  to  compete. 
No.  5  schoolhouse  stands  on  the  site  of  old  Clinton  Academy. 
This  latter  building  was  begun  about  1830,  by  a  company  of 
citizciis,  who  purposed  making  of  it  a  female  college.  The 


i 
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company,  however,  were  unable  to  complete  the  structure,  and 
accordingly  turned  it  over  to  the  Methodist  society,  which 
finished  it  and  threw  open  its  doors  to  scholars  of  both  sexes. 
About  1858  the  Methodist  society  deeded  the  academy  to  Hobart 
Richardson,  who  deeded  it  to  Daniel  H.  Brown;  and  in  July,  1859 
Brown  deeded  it  to  Asher  H.  Barton,  Eliza  S.  Barton,  Joseph 
O.  Richardson,  William  P.  Heald,  Albert  D.  Hinds,  Isaac 
Abbott,  Albert  Ludwig,  George  W.  Reed  and  William  K.  Lunt. 
They  sold  it  to  district  No.  5  in  the  same  month,  reserving  the 
right  to  hold  a  high  school  in  it  for  two  terms  a  year.  The 
building  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1870.  It  was  rebuilt  in  1871, 
and  in  1883  an  attractive  hall  was  finished  off  in  the  upper  story. 


TOWN  OFFICIALS. 

Since  the  incorporation  of  the  town  the  selectmen  have 
been  as  follows  (the  number  of  years  of  service,  when  more 
than  one,  being  denoted,  together  with  the  year  of  the  first 
election):  1842,  Daniel  II.  Brown,  12;  Andrew  Richardson,  3; 
Andrew  Grant;  1843,  Orrin  Brown,  3;  Otis  Pratt;  1844,  James

Many  of  the  leading  men  of  Benton  have  given  their  chief 
attention  to  building  stone  and  wooden  dams,  and  bridge  abut- 
ments. The  maddening  rush  of  nearly  every  river  in  New 
England  has  been  checked  by  the  labor  of  these  men,  who  face 
many  dangers  in  their  difficult  occupation;  nor  is  their  work 
confined  to  New  England,  for  several  dams  at  Plattsburg,  N. 
Y.,  on  the  Saranac  river,  while  niany  scattered  throughout  Cape 
Breton,  Canada  and  Ontario,  are  of  their  construction.  Five 
substantial  structures  of  this  nature  at  Berlin  Falls,  and  others 
at  Rumford  Falls,  Livermore  Falls,  and  many  more,  are 
monuments  to  their  skill  and  perseverance.
